Over the telephone the judge, so Mrs. 
Castino asserts, asked her to remain in 
Atlanta unfil he could come up. He 
came on the next train and a lengthy 
conference was held during which 
Judge Drewry, so the plaintiff de- 
clares, refused to carry out his part of 
the contract. 

Drewry denied that he had at any 
time asked Mrs. OCastino to become his 
bride.

MURAT TALS TEAL

Leader in American Journalism 
for Over 50 Years 


ONCE REJECTED BY SENATE 


Nominated by Harrison as United 
States Minister te Germany, Hal- 
stead Was Rejected Because 
eof Articles Written 


About Senators. 


Cincinnati, July 2.—Murat Halstead, 
one of the leaders in American journal- 
ism for over half a century and widely 
knowr as an editorial and magazine 
writer. died at his home in this city this 
afternoon in his seventy-ninth year. 
his bedside were his wife, his son, Rob- 
ert. and one dsughter, Mrs. Arthur 
Stem. Mr. Halstead had been falling 
in strength for several months, and yes- 
terday suffered from cerebral hemor- 
rhage. His physicians this morning told 
the family that death was simply a 
question of hours, and those of the fam- 
ilv at a distance were at once notified. 

Mr. and Mrs. Halstead celebrated 
their golden wedding anniversary a lit- 
tle more than a year ago, at which time 
Mr. Halstead's health seemed frail, and 
as time passed he grew weaker, so that 
the news of his death was not wholly 
unexpected. The sudden death of his 
son, Marshall, a few months ago was a 
severe shock to him, and Is believed to 
have had an adverse effect on his health, 
being the first break in his family. Al- 
bert Halstead, another son, ig Amert- 
can consul at Birmingham, England. 
and other members ef the family are 
scattered throughout the country. 

Mr. Halstead was one of the great 
editors of the last half of the nineteenth 
century, and one of the strongest: trib- 
utes to his incisiveness as a writer was 
in 1889, when his nomination by Presi- 
dent Harrison to be American minister 
to-Germany was rejected by the United 
States senate because of articles he had 
published charging corruption to some 
members of that body. 

He was a native of Butler county, Ohio 
and after a short service on a literary 
‘weekly he, in 1864, became connes ed 
with The Cincinnati! Commercial, in 
which he secured a small interest a 
year later, becoming chief owner in 
1865. Nearly twenty years later his 
paper was consolidated with The Ga- 
zette and he was editor-in-chief of the 
combined newspaper until ten years aft- 
erwards. when another consolidation 


was effected, new owners securing con-" 


trol. For a time he was editor of The 
‘Brooklyn Standard-Union, and during 
the last ten years he has figured largely 
as a magazine and special newspaper 
writer, besides tssuing: a number of 
books on current matters of historical 
intereat. 

In the civil war Mr. Halstead person- 
ally reported many battles, being rated 
ag @& war correspondent of the first- 
class. and later in the Franco-German 
war and also in the Spanish-American 
war he added to his reputation in that 
line. 

For fifty years he attended and report- 
ed all republican nationa] conventions. 
In 1860 he was the only newspaper man 
who represented all the newspapers of 
that year. 


Fighting Two-Oent Fare Law,

DEAD BODY OF CLEVELAND 


TO SPLIT THE DEMOCRACY 


That Is .View Henry 


Watterson 


Takes of Resolutions 


Judge Parker Intends to Present at Denver. 


Watterson Denounces the Scheme. 


Louisville, Ky., July 2.—Commenting 
upon the report from’ New York last 
night that Judge Alton B. Parker had 
been selected to present resolutions at 
the Denver convention upon ex-President 
Cleveland's death, Colonel Henry Wat- 
terson said: 

‘The attempt to drag the dead body 
of Grover Cleveland from its new- 
made grave into the tumult of a na- 
tional convention will deceive no one. 
An invasion of the grief of the noble 
lady who weeps amid the silence and 
the solitude of the te hills, a blow 
at party concord. Tt is the act of 
shameless hypocrites. Nor was ever @ 
professional ghoul inspired by a more 
mercenary spirit, because the sole aims 
end of the Murphy-Connors crowd, 
headed by Judge Parker, is the perpe- 
tration of the ascendancy of the Bel- 
mont-Ryan combination, to which de- 
mocracy Owes its last ignominious and 
well-deserved defeat. It was Belmont- 
Ryan money that financed Judge Par- 
ker’s campaign for the nomination in 
1904. It was Belmont-Ryan money that 
nominated him. And it was the Bel- 
mont-Ryan tag that made an anti-trust 
movement under such a brand absurd 
and tmpossible. 

“It seemed fitting that, having made 
sacrifice for predatory wealth, Judge 
Parker should have his recompense in 
a rich’ law practice in the city of New 
York. He has had it, and with its en- 
richment he should rest cegtented, That 
he should emerge from this highly paid 
obscurity to make trouble through 
sheer malevolence were pitiable indeed; 
but that he should appear, backed by 
the money of trust magnates and trac- 
tion thieves, appealing to Jefferson and 
Tilden, the dead body of Cleveland 
stretched upon the dissecting table, is 
disgracefulfi 

‘Tt is not only disgraceful, but its 
motive is grotesquely and transparently 
obvious. The wing of the democratic 
party in the state of New York to 
which Judge Parker and the group with 
which he is now acting belonged was 
the David Bennett Hill wing. They 
were the inveterate, the implacable en- 
emies of Grover Cleveland. They hated 
him, and he hated them. Although amid 
the gloom of defeat a kind of truce 
was reached, there was never a real 
amnesty or oblivion on either side, s0 
that the scheme to recall the shade of 
Cleveland and to set up as a death’s 
head in the comedy of a mock funeral, 
would be too dastardly and too ghastly 
for Welief if it were not the last des- 
perate play of a clique of discredited 
politicians, seeking to rule or ruin at 
any cost.

“Standing about the open grave of 
Mr. Cleveland, those of us who knew 
him, but did not always approve him, 
Or agree with him, were not only wil- 
ing that bygones sfould be bygones. 
but that the good alone should live 
after him. He is dead. He sieeps 
with those that went before him, from 
Jefferson to Tilden, and history can be 
trusted to do him no injustice. Resur- 
rected at Princeton and proclaimed at 
Denver, his name spells firebrand, and 
only firebrand, and firebrand is the 
sole initiative and purpose of the body 
snatchers, who. propose to use it to 
conjure dissension, whilst they try to 
corrupt delegates. 

“In Mr. Bryan and a reunited party, 
democrats saw hope of victory. On 
none other was there the smallest hope 
of union. That they reasoned truly 
has been shown by the fact that, with 
the Ryan-Belmont bar’! on tap, and its 
agents fiying about in every direction, 
State after state, refusing to be tam- 
pered with, or tained, has declared for 
the Nebraskan, Seeing this, Judge 
Parker is put forward to deliver the 
final stroke of the brave, and under 
the pretense of honoring the memory 
of Cleveland, they plunge a blade, 
reeking with poison artfully prepared, 
into the heart of democracy. That he 
should lend himself to such a villainy 
will engulf him in the scorn of honora- 
ble men and the detestation of thought- 
ful democrats. 

“There is no more reason why a dem- 
ocratic national convention should g0 
out of its way to signalize one former 
democratic president than another, why 
it should rush upon Cleveland with a 
frenzy of words than with a hysterical 
shriek it should rush upon Buchanan, 
each (Buchanan and Cleveland) having 
had the misfortune to divide the party. 
The spectacle in the case of Mr. Buchan- 
an would lack common sense. In the 
case of Mr. Cleveland it lacks both 
common sense and common decency. As 
well dig up the will of Tilden, which 
Judge Parker decided against the in- 
structions and wishes of the Sage of 
Greystone, and make f the subject of 
eulogy, for the sake of controversy. As 
well invoke the spirit of the warring 
democrats of 1860 and seek to force the 
Douglas men to pay tribute to the 
Breckinbridge men.

Denver, Colo., July 2.—Charging that 
Alton B. Parker's resolution of tribute 
to the memory of the late President 
Grover Cleveland is a clever move on 
the part of the enemies of W. J. Bryan 
to infuse factional feeling into the dem- 
ocratic national convention, friends of 
the Nebraskan today determined to offer 
a resolution of a character designed not 
to raise controverted political issues. 

Through control of the temporary or- 
ganization of the convention, the Bryan 
following expects to have its resolution 
brought to the attention of the dele- 
gates immediately after the speech of 
the temporary chairman has been deliv- 
ered. 

To Create Strife. 

In. that event, the Parker resolution 
would have to be offered: as a substi- 
tute. if submitted at all, and the Bryan’ 
men declare that the New York -dele- 
gation would thereby be placed in the 
attitude of attempting, under the guise 
of eulogizing a great party leader, to 
create strife and dissension and to make 
harmony impossible. 

All democrats, without regard to fac- 
tional affiliations, applaud the ,sugges- 
tion coming from New York that the 
national convention should embrace the 
first opportunity of honoring the mem- 
ory of Mr. Cleveland, but most of those 
who have expressed themselves on the 
subject are of the opinion that the reso- 
lutions adopted should not contain any- 
thing over which there could be the 
slightest difference of opinion. The New

Mexican evolutionists Are 
Captured Near Del Rio 


REBELS ARE BADLY ARMED 


Rasur Was Only Weapon One Had, 
and Another Had Only a Re- 
volver — United States 
Troops Are Watch- 
ing Border. 


San Antonio, Tex, July 2.—Seven al- 
leged Mexican revolutionists have been 
captured by United States troops at 
Del Rio and the surrounding country, 
according to W. B. Weatherbee, 4 
prominent ranch owner. 

‘MWour of the revolutionists were 
captured night before last by detach- 
ments of troops,”’ said Mr. Weatherbee, 
‘and three were taken yesterday morn- 
ing. They have all been placed in the 
county jail at Del Rio: By this time it 
is not improbable that several more 
have been captured by the troops, of 
which there are about 200 now at Del 
Rio and along the river. 

“One wounded man, who Keeps a shop 
in De, Rio, but whose name 1 do not 
know, crossed the river after the fight 
of last Friday, and has since died of 
his wounds in Del Rio. Two other Mex- 
icans, who tried to swim acrose the 
Del Rio after that battle, were drowned. 

“One hundred men went over to 
Mexico from Del Rio, but not half that 
number have returned, and it is thought 
the remainder have either been killed 
or being pursued by the 
troops. 

‘That some of the revolutionists 
hardly realize the importance of the 
movement, is shown by two of the seven 
prisoners who were captured by United 
States regulars. They were armed only 
with razors. One had a revolver, while 
I don’t know if the others were armed 
or not.” 

Mr. Weatherbee wil] remain here until 
tomorrow, when he will leave for his 
home. He said today that the river 
guards, assisted by the troops, have the 
situation well in hand, and that no 
other revolutionists will be allowed to 
cross the river, either into Mexico or 
the United States. 


Situation Grave for Mexico. 


Del Rio, Tex., July 2.—Developments 

a conference held at Las Vacas, 
Mexico, today, between Colonel Alberto 
Dorantes, commanding the Mexican 
forces; Captain Aguirre, of the custom 
office, and District Judge Arrendo,

It is understood warrants will be issued 
for the arrest of a number of Mexicans 
on this side of the river tonight. 

At Comstock, 36 miles west of here, 
a ranch was raided and sixty head of 
cattle and a number of horses were 
taken last night. Mexican soldiers, re- 
turning to Las Vacas yesterday, en- 
countered a small band along the bor- 
der, though in each case these escaped. 
It is not at all probable that anotnaer 
attack will be made on Las Vacas. 

Fear at Juares,. 


July 2.—Juarez offi- 
cials today denied that a battle had 
taken place at Casas Grandes, as fre- 
ported vesterday, but admitted there was 
great uneasiness lest an attempt should 
be made to free some two score of al- 
leged revolutionists in jail these, whose 
hearings are now in progress.

thousands of unfortunate children.

Siardman. who spoke in behalf of the 
Medical Society of Georgia: Asa -3.

Representative Holder Intro- 
duces Bill for Juvenile 
Protective Association. 


For today and 


Following the meeting held at the 
capitol Tuesday night in behalf of the 
Juvenile State and the Juvenile court 
for youthful offenders, a bill was in- 
troduced in the house on yesterday by 
Mr. Holder, of Jackson, which seeks 
to confer upon the Juvenile Protective 
Association legal authority to carry out 
the plans the society has set on foot. 

This aseociation, which was chartered 
in Fulton county on January [Ith of 
this year, seeks the custody of youthful 
offenders who would otherwise be sent 
to the chaingang. It contemplates sur- 
rounding these waifs and criminals in 
embryo with such influence and help- 
ful conditions that they will be made 
into good citizens, 

The plans of the men and women who 
have organized the Juvenile Protective 
Association is to establish in Georgia 
an institution modeled after the George 
Junior” Republic of New York, the 
Allen Dale Farm in Iilinois and the 
George Washington Junior Republic in 
the city of Washington. 

Double State’s Appropriation. 

In asking authority ‘from the state of 
Georgia and other states to take over 
the care and training of juvenile of- 
fenders, the association asks for an ap- 
propriation of $25,000 for the work. It 
agrees, however, to subscribe to this 
work &2 for every $! given by the 
State. If the state shall decide to give 
$25,000 to the institution, it will mean

Already a site for the proposed insti- 
tution has been selected. Dr. I. G. 
Hardman, of Commerce, Ga., a member 
of the state senate and the president 
of the Juvenile Protective Association, 
has given a tract of 426 acres on which 
are several buildings to be devoted to 
the work of juventie reform and the 
education of the young. 

Briefly states, the purpose of the 
Holder bill, which has the approval of 
the association, is to provide that ju- 
venille offenders shall be committed tv 
the care of the association in the same 
manner and under the same limitations 
applying to their commitment to the 
state reformatory. 

The act creating the state reforma- 
tory was approved August 23, !905 The 
new law seeks to make it discretionary 
with the trial judge to commit juvenile 
offenders either to the refdrmatory o-~ 
to the junior republic to be founded by 
the association. 

The association shall make all rules 
and regulations governing republic 
which they will establish, regardless of 
laws of the state reformatory. It is pro- 
vided, however. that the governor may 
&t any time for good cause and upon 
recommendation of the executive com 
mittee of the association, remove any 
juvenile offender from the care of the 
association and lodge him in the re- 
formatory. 

The sum of $25,000 is asked for to be 
expended under the direction of the 
governor, in the construction of build- 
ings and the improvement of the prop- 
erty in Jackson county, Georgia, owned 
by the association in order to provide 
for the care, education and maintenance 
of the offenders. Further provision ts 
made for an appropriation of $100 per 
year for each juvenile offfender com- 
mitted to thevassociation by any court 
in the state. Annual reports are to be 
made to the general assembly covering 
the operation, success and expenses of

The Carq@ ef the Convicts. 


Editor Constitution: There is a great 
deal of unnecefsary sentiment about 
our convicts. There is a great deal 
of unnecessary and ill-advised legisia- 
tion about them, There is a great deal 
of undue coneern about what is said 
of the alleged inhumanities connected 
with our convict system, and of what 
people may. think of our state for hav- 
ing a system like ours. There is a 
great deal of imaginative word paint- 
ing in the newspapers, and of fervid 
oratory in our legislature about them, 
that is out of harmony with facts, and 
of good, sensible, just business meth- 
ods and conditions. 

Every convict is undergoing a pun- 
ishment imposed by a court of law at 
“hard labor.” This is done, first to 
protect honest and law-abiding people 
from further injury by this criminal, 
and with the hope, secondarily, of 
making the criminal a better and more 
useful member of society after his 
term of legal slavery has expired. It 
is a slavery to serve a term in a pen- 
itentiary. It should be a slavery. No 
one Should be alloweqg to injure his 
fellow man, by improper conduct, 
whether by aotgs of violence commit- 
ted on the body, or by raids upon prop- 
erty. A convict is a dangerous ele- 
ment of society, and should be ex- 
cluded from it, and punishment should 
be adequate and rigid, as a personal 
lesson to the convict and as an object 
lesson to other members of society of 
weak morals, strong passions or indo- 
lent temperdment. The honest, indus- 
trious and civilised element of society 
Ought to be protected from injury by 
the dishonest, idle and savage mem- 
bers of it. 

In times of popular frenzy and pas- 
sion a crime may be too severely pun- 
ished, evidence may be incomplete, 
prejudiced or improperly interpreted, 
but this ig not the fault of law, but 
of the tmproper execution of law. The 
courts under such circumstances 
should be calm, deliberate and im- 
movably just, as a bulwark against 
such psychological frenzy. If some- 
times the courts fail in this duty, it 
does not follow that the courts should 
be abolished, or that criminals should 
not be punished, Criminals are hard- 
er to control than other people. If 
this were not true, they would not be 
in legal servitude. The higher emo- 
tions, ideality, the just conception of 
the rights of others does not serve to 
control the improper Impulses of these 
convicts. Did it so control they would 
not be convicts. 

It is a divine law that man 
sweat of his brow should eat his 
bread.” It ig a universal law of na- 
ture that all of its forces shall do their 
part. There are no drones, no waste 
in atoms or glements. There is a 
change of form at times, to create new 
forms and new bodie Its forces are 
never wasted. They are corelative 
and conservative. There ig inexorable 
operation of the laws of cause and ef- 
fect, In the fabric of our man-made 
world, this law of universal orderly 
activity and of the laws cause and 
effect should apply. Each one should 
do their part. One, in normal physical 
condition, should not be an unneces- 
sary burden, but an active carrier. To 
promote, preserve and protect the 
orderly activities of its components, 
organized society has fixed certain 
laws and penalties for those who vio- 
late these laws. Our convicts are 
those who do not live up to the pre- 
scribed and proper standards of so0- 
clety, and when, as a punishment for 
not so doing, they are seggregated, 
that seggregation should not mean an 
additional burden on the frugality and 
industry of those who reach and abide 
the standards of organized society. 
Therefore, convicts should be made to 
work; and if that work, properly

The report for the fiscal year, ending 
June 30, of the Atlanta postoffice, was 
completed yesterday afternoon by the 
head bookkeeper at the office, and the 
figures submitted to Edwin F. Blodgett, 
Atlanta's postmaster, brought a glad 
smile to his face, because of the in- 
crease. 

The receipts from all sources for the 
fisca] year ending June 30, 1907, were 
$814.714.06. The receipts for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1906, were found 
to be $649,358.36, making a difference 
of $34,044.20 in favor of 1908 over 
1907. 

“While the figures of years before 
1907 are not just now available for a

DENVER GETS NEXT MEETING 
OF THE NATIONAL EDUCATORS 


‘Rural and Agricaltural Department 
Discusses Work in Country 
Districts.. 


Cleveland, Ohio, July 2.—Denver, Col., 
Was recommended by the board of di- 
rectors of the National Educational As- 
sociation today as the place for the 
next annual convention of the associa- 
tion. (Final action will not be taken 
until the next session of the board in 
December. Denyer won out over At- 
lantic City, Chicago and Seattle. 

With no general session of the asso- 
clation on the program the delegates 
spent the day in severa] departmental 
meetings, excursions and sightseeing. 

The. educational department of the 
national organization of women, at their 
meeting today, decided not to change 
the name of their body. The purpose of 
this organigation is to interest the 
echools in community work. and en- 
deavor’‘o have all of the children of 
the schoo] neighborhood in school or 
accounted for. 

The first session of the rural and ag- 
riculture department, also a new depart- 
ment, was held today. The object of 
this section is to extend the study of 
agricultureyin the rural districts, plac- 
ing farming upon a scientific and 
business basis. . 

A thorough study of shop and machin- 
ery, now so much of the sciences as are 
now taught In the elementary and high 
schools, and a more scientific study 
of agriculture in schools were main 
points brought out in the discussion of 


the report of the committee of rural | 


schools at the council meeting. The re- 
port was submitted by the new elected 
president, Lorenzé Dow Harvey, of 
Menominee, Wis. Elmer Ellsworth 
Brown,. United States commissioner of 
education, Washington, D. C., and D. 
B. Jobnson, president of Winthrop Nor- 
mal and Industrial college, Rock Hill, 
S. C., were the leading speakers during 
the discussion of the report. 

It was urged by August S. Lindemann. 
president of the school board, Milwau- 
kee, Wis., in his address before the de- 
partment of school administration, that 
the state should assume the burden of 
training the boy for the industrial field, 
in order to stop drifting from one tradé 
to another. 

“Teach children to churn and to use 
the cream separator,” said B. M. Davis, 
of Miami university, Oxford, Ohio. in an 
address before the department of 
science. 

That a very large per cént of pupils 
were drfven to light and sentimental 
reading aS a result of the methods now 
in vogue fim the public schools, was 
the charge made before the library de- 
partment oy L. E. Wolfe, superintend- 
ent of city schools, San Antonio, Tex.., 
in an,address on the means by which 
the library can become of more benefit 
to the schools. 

The modern system of sanitary equip- 
mens of school buildings, and the estab- 
lishment of hospital rooms in conjunc- 
tion with them was highly commended 
in an address before the department of 
school administration by Wilbur T. 
Mills, school architect, Columbus, Ohio. 
He advised that all school buildings to 
be erected in the future be fireproof 
throughout.

ADEQUATE VOTING FACILITIES. 
Certain members of the Fulton county executive committee which had 
charge of the arrangement for the primary of June 4, while admitting that 
there was congestion at the polls; take exceptions.to criticiam of the man- 
agement of the election, asserting that the subcommittee did the best it 
could. : | 

in a card which The Constitution publishes today, Mr. W. T. Winn, who 
acted in the capacity of secretary to the subcommittee, comes to its de- 
fense, protesting against criticism of its work and asserting that “eet one 
man was prevented from casting his ballot, if he so wished.” 

Yet Mr. Winn himself admits there was congestion at the polls. 

It was not the purpose of The Constitution in the editoria] referred to, 
nor has it been at any time, in any wise to reflect upon the members of 
the subcommittee. It may be, as Mr. Winn says, that they did the best 
they could. 

But it was emphatically our purpose to call attention to the ‘siaiieciiithe 
facilities provided for the voters in that election, that there might be no 
excuse in future elections for the repetition of those scandalous and disgrace- 
ful conditions. ~* 

It was not so much the recent subcommittee which The Constitution had 
in mind, as it was the future protection of the voter in the right to cast an 
untrammelled ballot. 

It may be true that despite the congestion on June 4, practically every 
voter was enabled to cast his ballot for state and county officers, but this 
was only done by ignoring the vote for the new county executive committee, 


‘upon which each voter was just as much entitled to express his choice as for 


governor. 

Early in the day, when it was apparent that hundreds of voters were in 
danger of being disfranchised through the inadequate arrangements, word 
went out to ignore the executive committee, for which it took at least five 
minutes to prepare a ballot, and had this not been done, many voters would 
have been unable to reach the polls at all. 

As a result, while there were about 10,000 votes cast within the city for 
state and county officers, scarcely more than 3,000 votes were polled for 
the executive committee. To that extent, at least, there was disfranchise- 
ment and deprivation of the voters’ rights. 

It will be somebody’s duty to provide against the repetition of such condi- 
tions in future elections, and that duty must be performed. 

It may be done, as we have before stated, by providing a separate polling 
place for each 1,000 registered voters. 

But whatever the requirements, they must be ascertained and met. 

There can be no necessity, as there is no excuse, for congestion or con- 
fusion at the polls.

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POSSIBILITIES IN SYSTEMATIC DISTRIBUTION. 


It is difficult to understand why the Georgia peach growers will not 
profit by the lessons of experience. 

There is not one of them who has gone into the difficult and expensive 
industry of peach growing purely as a pastime. Every one of them expects 
to derive at least a reasonable return upon his investment. 

In scant crop years they have done this and more, but with peculiar lack 
of foresight they have permitted a bumper crop to find them unprepared to 


+. 
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properly distribute it 

This is not the first experience of the kind Georgia fruit growers have 
had, which makes their inactivity in the matter of the protection of their 
own interests all the more surprising. : 

The plan of the Grand Junction (Col.) Fruit Growers’ Association, which 
gets the highest returns for its products of any similar concern in the coun- 
try, and to which The Cohstitution recently called attention, has been prac- 
tically duplicated by the producers of sweet potatoes in Accomac and South- 
ampton counties, Virginia. 

Several years ago, when, for lack of system in the matter of distribution, 
some of the sweet potato growers actually found it cheaper to let their 
product rot in the ground than to dig it up and market it at a loss, the 
producers got together, determined to formulate, if possible, some plan for 
their own salvation. 

The result of their efforts was the organization of a central association 
which kept posted upon the market and to which was given complete control 
in the matter of the distribution of the product 

From that moment the sweet potato industry took on new life, the glut- 
ting of large markets was stopped and every barrel of them has since been 
shipped and sold at a good profit. 

The same opportunity confronts the Georgia peach growers. 

There is no reason why a single crate of peaches should be shipped from 
Georgia and fail to bring back a net return. 

_ First and foremost, the Georgia fruit growers must divest themselves 
of the idea that New York and other large cities are the only markets to 
which they can advantageously ship their product. 

There are hundreds of cities in the country of 5,000 or more inhabitants 
which are just as anxious for the opportunity to enjoy a good quality of 
fruit as are the overpopulated centers, and, despite opinion to the contrary, 
they will pay just as well for it. 

Notwithstanding this, the Georgia growers go on shipping year after 
year to New York, until in years of large crops about all that some of them 
get out of it is a bill for expenses which the sale of the fruit failed to pay. 

It is a mystery why the Georgia peach men have not been able to get 
together on a satisfactory and harmonious basis, which would insure them 
all a net profit from the season’s returns. 

It has been done elsewhere and it can be done in Georgia. 

Next year may bring another big crop, and unless the growers act it 
will find them still standing in their own light, as they are today. 

It is up to the Georgia peach growers to get together without further 
delay and make that crop the splendid asset which the state has a right 
to expect it to be. 
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BEEF PRODUCTION IN GEORGIA AND THE SOUTH. 


Noting The Constitution’s crusade in behalf of cattle raising in Georgia 
and the south, an inspector of the bureau of animal industry of the United 
States department of agriculture contributes some intensely practical sug- 
gestions to this discussion. 

. Every one who looks into the question of cattle raising in Georgia, how- 
ever casually, has become convinced that this state has the climate, the land 
and unusual natyral conditions favoring this industry. 

in Georgia and other southern states the equitable and mild climate, 
permhitting cattle to remain in the open without danger throughout the year, 
avoids the possibility of tuberculosis that afflicts the stall-confined cattle in 
the frozen north. 

In Georgia there is no danger of the fierce blizzards that decimate the 
herds in the exposed western prairies. 

But, as Mr. A. J. Payne points out in his communication. published else- 
where, there fs a drawback in Georgia to successful cattle raising. It is the 
presence of the cattle tick that causes Texas or splenetic fever. 

The presence of this tick prevents the importation of pure bred cattle of 
a higher type. The fine, fullblooded, pure bred animals coming into a terrt- 
tory infested by the tick rapidly deteriorate and die. The native “scrubs” 
resist the fever better. 

Remove the tick and future generations of cattle will not be affected by 
splenetic fever, says Mr. Payne. The importations of fine cattle to raise the 
standard of native breeds will then not be stamped as a “hazardous and un- 
profitable occupation” 

The eradication of the tick will not cause blue grass and clover to grow 

where “mule. tail” thrives today, or result in changing a scrub into a Short- 
horn, notes this agriculttral expert. Still the extermination of this pest is 
absolutely essential to successful cattle raising in the south. 
) Cooperation by the state in the work the national government has been 
carrying on the past few years will be the means of saving untold millions 
to the south. It will, first of all, save the cattle, and next it will save the 
millions we annually send west for beef for home consumption.

secure, thé great saving in the purchase of commercial fertilizers, the natural 
enrichment of the soll which will result and the independence that comes 
from living at home are all factors in this great development. .

The American who misses the 
meaning of the larger and the newer 
patriotism has kept closed his men- 
tal vision to the evolution of senti- 
ment voiced by every section of the 
uation within the space of the last 
decade. 
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The Trouble in Mexico. 

Evidence is accumulating that the 
Mexican government has a more se- 
rious situation to deal with in the 
revolution which has broken out in 
the border states of that country 
than it is willing to admit. 

While the uprising has evinced no 
striking qualities of leadership, it has 
appeared in a sufficient number of 
places and at points of such distance 
from each other as to indicate the 
presence of a well-designed and wide- 
'y concerted conspiracy. 

Mexican officials are notoriously 
close-mouthed, but citizens of that 
country are responsible for the state- 
ment that it is honeycombed with rev- 
olutionists and that the spirit of rev- 
olution extends even to some portions 
of the army. 

The presence of United ‘States 
troops on the Mexican border, sent 
there to prevent violation of the neu- 
trality laws, is in itself a significant 
fact, an indication that the Mexican 
government realizes that the move- 
ment is not of a purely local or 
erhemeral sort. © 

There seems to be no question that 
the Diaz government will be capable 
of taking care of the situation and, 
temporarily at least, suppressing the 
outbreak. 

Vigorous repressive measures have 
characterized the Diaz regime in all 
affairs of this sort, and it is dealing 
now with the revolutionists ag it did 
with the Yaqui Indians, hunting them 
out in their every stronghold and 
leaving them dead upon the ground. 
Mercy in the treatment of his foes 
is a quality unknown in the Diaz 
code. 

But one of the most significant 
facts in the whole affair is the 
growth of the revolutionary move- 
ment in Mexico in the declining years 
of President, Dias, and at a time when 
the Diaz government must soon be 
terminated by his death. 

Unless effectually crushed now. the 
revolutionary movement will seize 
upon that opportunity and, with accre- 
tions of force which will naturally 
come when the country is divided 
into factions upon the presidential 
succession, it may result in serious 
civil war. 

In fact, the prospect before Mexico 
just now is anything but encourag- 
ing. 

If he would leave peace behind 
him, President Diaz must not only 
terminate the revolutionary move 
ment before it has progressed too far, 
rut also find him a Taft to take the 
reins of government when he lays 
them down. 

The probable political diveenaton 
over the succession to the presidency 
is just now the real smouldering vol- 
cano upon which the Mexican govern- 
ment rests. 
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The Cattle Tick Must Go. 


-. Editor Constitution: Relative to the 
subject of beef production in Georgia 
and in the south in’ general, which has 
lately received considerable attention in 
print, it is not surprising from the 
articles observed, that no one. has yet 
set forth the real reason why present 
conditions exist. 

A few in expressing themselves have 
mentione€d two causes: “Our inferior 
quality of cattle’ and ‘restricted mar- 
ket.” 

This is good as far as ft goes, but why 
should we, after more than one hun- 
dred years spent in agricultural pur- 
sults, be producing an inferior quality 
of cattle? And why is otrr market re- 
stricted? Why Is it that a four-months’ 
calf in Georgia is sold from $2.50 to 
$5. while one in the Panhandle of Tex- 
as, or One on a ranch in Wyoming 75 
miles from a railroad (and either one 
twice as far from market as the calf 
in Georgia) will bring twice as much? 
Why is it? Answer: Inferior quality 
and restricted market. 

‘Now for the real reason which pro- 
duces these two causes: Generally 
speaking, and as a whole, our cattle 
are ‘‘scrubs."" They are the inbred off- 
springs of cattle brought by the Span- 
lards to this continent more than two 
hundred years ago. The only addition 
of any consequence to our blood lines 
has been with the Jersey, a good’ dairy 
animal, but notoriously inbred to the 
point of physical degeneracy. Why ae 
we not improve our types? Why do we 
stand so stationary in this important 
branch of agriculture? In short, why 
don’t we go to well known breeding 
establishments in other parts of the 
world and secure well bred individuals 
and gradually improve our cattle? 

Listen: A disease, variously known as 
Texas, splenetic or southern fever, mur- 
rain, red water, distemper, big gall, 
eto, exists generally throughout our 
southland. and when cattle brought from 
Places free from this disease become 
exposed to it here, it Is highly fata] to 
them and has rendered such importa- 
tlons a hazardous and unprofitable oc- 
cupation. This disease is perpetuated 
and disseminated by the cattle tick, 
It is the only natural way of transmit- 
ting the disease. 

The tick removed, all succeeding gen- 
erations of cattle wilt be free from 
southern fever. The tick removed, we 
may safely import from a distance new 
blood lines, build up our individual] ani- 
mals equa] to those in the north and 
west, and make the production of cattle 
a highly profitable occupation. 

When this is accomplished, there will 
be In time twice or three times the num- 
ber of cattle raised in the south, and 
beef cattle will be worth more than 
double what they are today. The agri- 
culturist will raise his own fertilizer and 
increase the soil fertility with manure 
instead of temporarily stimulating pro- 
duction with commercial fertilizer. As 
a result of this, land values will greatly 
increase, and desirable immigrants will 
come southward. The tick removed, 
the United States government will im- 
mediately remove the cattle quarantine, 
which for twenty years hag been the 
cause of our “restricted market.” 

Removal of the tick will not cause 
blue grass and clover to grow where 
“mule tafl” is today; it will not change 
a “‘scrub” into a Polled Angus or a 
Shorthorn. but it is a necessary: founda- 
tion which must first be laid to render 
possible other desirable steps in prog- 
ress. These are not the fantasies of a 
dreamer, but incontestable facts which 
have been demonstrated in many local- 
ities. 

From the above you may infer my in- 
tention is to show that the live stock 
industry in the south will not mate- 
rially advance; that sol] fertility will 
gradually grow poorer each year; that 
large beef packing ang tanning estab- 
lishments are an impossibility, as long 
as the tick igs with us, That is exactly 
what is intended and what will be. 
Until a general realization of the enor- 
mity of this pest is appreciated by agri- 
culturists and others in the south, the 
losses yearly will amount to such stu- 


‘pendous sums as to be unbelievable. 


Among a considerable number our duty 
is clear. We should go after this tick 
hammer and tongs and never let wp un- 
til it is exterminated. Our legislatures 
should make ample provision with which 
to fight it. There should be state and 
county live stock associations formed 
and have the eradication of the tick one 
of its foremost purposes. That power- 
ful organization, the Farmers’ Union, 
should not only give it attention, but 
take active steps to cooperate with the 
work. 

The federal congress has for three 
years past made appropriations for erad- 
icating this tick, but unless the various 
states and individuals assist with an 
active cooperation the work will be slow 
and require two, three or even ten times 
as long to accomplish. The losses in 
the meantime will amount to more than 
the present value of all cattle, hogs and 
sheep in the south.

Im Defense of the Subcommittee. 

Editer Constitution: In a recent editorial 
under the head of ‘Voting Facilities,’’ in 
wilich you took occasion to point ovt the 
necessity for some action to prevent a repe- 
tition of the congestion experienced in the 
primary of June 4, I feel that you did the 
subcommittee who handled the primary an 
injustice in the way you criticized the present 
systemm—not even so much as saying that the 
committee did the best they could under 
the unusual circumstances that confronted 
therm. 

I was not a member of the subcommittee, 
but acted in the capacity of secretary at 
their selection, and many of the details fell 
upon me to be worked gut. 

Two years ago when the county primary 
and the city primary were held on the same 
day a large number of extra booths were 
made to socommodate the two separate elec- 
tions; on June @ every booth used in those 
two primaries of 1908 was put up; we se- 
cured the best and largest store rooms that 
we could find fm the different wards; we had 
more managers and clerks, by far, than had 
ever been known before, and everything pos- 
sible that could be done to facilitate the vot- 
Ing was done by the committee. 

It is true there was congestion; we had 

upon the candidates 
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The Care of the Convicts. 


Editor Constitution: There is a great 
deal of unnecessary sentiment about 
our convicts. There is a great deal. 
of unnecessary and ill-advised legisila- 
tion about them, There is a great deal 
of undue concern about what is said 
of the alleged inhumanities connected 
with our convict system, and of what 
people may think of our state for hav- 
ing a system like ours. There is a 
great deal of imaginative word paint- 
ing in the newspapers, and of fervid 
oratory in our legislature about them, 
that is out of harmony with facts, and 
of good, sensible, just business meth- 
ods ang conditions. 

Every convict is undergoing a pun- 
ishment imposed by a court of law at 
“hard labor.” This ig done, first to 
protect honest and law-abiding people 
from further injury by this criminal, 
and with the hope, secondarily, of 
making the crimina) a better and more 
useful member of society after his 
term of legal slavery has expired. It 
is a slavery to serve a term in a pen- 
itentiary. It should be a slavery. No 
one should be allowed to injure his 
(fellow man, by improper conduct, 
whether by actg of violence commit- 
. ted on the body, or by raids upon prop- 
erty. A convict Is a dangerous ele- 
ment of society, and should be ex- 
cluded from it, and punishment should 
be adequate and rigid, as a personal 
lesson to the convict and as an object 
lesson to other members of society of 
weak morals, strong passions or indo- 
lent temperament. The honest, indus- 
trious and civilized element of society 
ought to be protected from injury by 
the dishonest, idle and savage mem- 
bers of it. 

In times of popular frenzy and pas- 
sion a crime may be too severely pun- 
ished, evidence may be _ incomplete, 
prejudiced or fmproperly interpreted, 
but this ig not the fault of law, but 
of the improper execution of law. The 
courts under such circumstances 
should be calm, deliberate and im- 
movably just, as a bulwark against 
such psychological frenzy. If some- 
Unf the courts fail in this duty, it 
d not follow that the courts should 
be abolished, or that criminals should 
not be punished, Criminals are hard- 
er to control than other people. If 
this were not true, they would not be 
in legal servitude. The higher emo- 
tions, ideality, the just conception of 
the rights of others does not serve to 
control the improper impulses of these 
convicts. Did it so control they would 
not be convicts, 

It is a divine law that man “by the 
sweat of his brow, should eat his 
bread.” It ig a universal law of na- 
ture that all of its forces shall do their 
part. There are no drones, no waste 
in atoms or elements. There is a 
change of form at times, to create new 
forms and new bodies. Its forces are 
never wasted. They are corelative 
and conservative. There ig inexorable 
operation of the laws of cause and ef- 
fect. In the fabric of our man-made 
world, this law of universal orderly 
activity and of the laws cause and 
effect should apply. Wach one should 
do their part. One, in normal physical 
condition, should not be an unmneces- 
sary burden, but an active carrier. To 
promote, preserve and protect the 
orderly activities of its components, 
Orgmanized society has fixed certain 
laws and penalties for those who vio- 
late these laws. Our convicts are 
those who do not live up to the pre- 
scribed and proper standards of s0- 
clety, and when, a8 a punishment for 
not so doing, they are seggregated, 
that seggregation shoul@ not mean an 
additional burden on the frugality and 
industry of those who reach and abide 
the standards of organised society. 
Therefore, convicts should be made to 
work; and if that work, properly dis- 
ciplined and directed, can be made to 
produce more than it did while each 
convict was a free man (and if it does 
not produce more, the management is 
bad) a distinct advance has been made 
in compliance with divine, natural and 
human laws; and what reason is there 
that this excess of earnings over the 
necessities of the convicts can not be 
used to the betterment of the common- 

alth. If the state can use the con- 

ts humanely and profitably it should 
do it. If the state can not use them, 
and finds it more expedient and prof- 
itable to sublease them, then the state 
should sublease them. In either case, 
Or in any case, there may, and will be 
instances of supposed, or actual, ex- 
cessive, or wrong punishment. But 
one should remember that everything 
human is imperfect, and remember, 
also, that those who are unfortunately 
convicts have more of the dangerous 
imperfections than those who are not 
convicts, and may require, sometimes, 
measures for their control that seem 
to be harsh, and would be so, because 
unnecessary, with a different and more 
fortunate people. 

I am not prepared to admit that an 
individual employing convict labor 
could not obtain as humane and com- 
petent overseers of that labor as the 
state, or that, necessarily, they would 
be unkind or cruel, This being true or 
hot does not mean that the state 
should not exercise a vigilant super- 
vision of its cenvicts, under apy dis- 
position that may be mede of them. 
And ft ig hoped, therefore, that, what- 
ever may be Gone with the convicts, 
they will not be made an additional 
burden on our industrious non-criminal 
tax payers. The best evidence of a peo- 
ple’s physical well-being !s their mor- 
tality rate. This being true, the con- 
victs of Georgia cannot be very cruelly 
managed, when the death rate among 
them will compare favorably with that 
of any people, in any country and in 
any condition of life.

Purpose of the Foster BHI. 


The bill of Mr. ®oster, which took up 
the majority of the day's session, was 
that which allows for the tTrecovery for 
the homicide of any one by a personal 
representative of the deceased, and is 
expressed in full as follows: 

A recovery for the homicide of any person 
may be had by the personal representative 
thereof. in which event such representative 
shall be entitled to recover the full value of 
the fe of such person. In all cases of 
homicide, in addition to the full value of the 
life of the deceased, a recovery may be had 
for all expenses that shall have been in- 
curred by reason of the infliction of the in- 
juries causing such death, for medical treat- 
ment, nursing, cere, attention and all other 
services and expenditures rendered by reason 
of the infliction of the tnjuries causing 
such death, and in behalf of such person, 
and also all necessary or reasonable expenses 
that shall have been incurred for the burial 
_of such person. 

When it was read there came a how! 
of protest from the house. Tt was point- 
ed out that such a law would be “‘bait’’ 
for unscrupulous lawyers who would sue 
on the lives of tramps, put in untold 
expense accofints and would profit them- 
selves where no relative of the deceased 
might ever thear of his death. 7 

The present law allows for recovery Dy 
the wife or husbahd, child or parent, 
where dependent, and the Foster amend-} 
ment adds to that section the section 
oh ange 

This allows parents to recover without 
regard to dependence and recovery in 
every instance, whether there is a rela- 
tive or not. and adds to the amount of 
fuil value of life ‘‘all necessary and rea- 
sonable burial expenses.” 

Substitute by Mr. Adams. 


Among the number of substitutes sent 
up that by Mr. Adams, of Chatham, was 
read and received great consideration. 
He spoke to his substitute and made 
many friends for it. It was just after 
he concluded the house adjourned. 

To the present law Mr. Adams’ substi- 
tute adds: “Recovery for minor sister 
or minor brother where dependent upon 
person kilied; for any tnvalid person de- 
pendent wpon person killed, and (for 
creditors to the extent of persons killed.”

FOR POLICE AND FIREMEN

What is deemed by many as the 
opening wedge in the anti-pass order 
of the railroad commission of Georgia 
is the action of the corporation com- 
mittee of the house, On yesterday, in 
recommending to the house the pas- 
sage of a bill which will allow the 
policement and firemen of the city to 
ride free on street cars. 

There was a bill offered by Messrs.

According to this substitute, which 
was reported favorably by a unanit- 


mous vote, after the passage of this 
act it shall be lawful for firemen and 
policemen to ride free upon the street 
car lines of any city operating such 
systems. , 

Mr. Bell, of Fulton, made a strong 
speech in support of the measure and 
made an effort to have the sanitary 
inspectors and water inspectors spe- 
cifically included. 

It is believeg that the measure will 
be speedily adopted. 

After hearing from Mr. Barksdale, 
of Wilkes, the author of the measure, 
the committee unanimously reported 
favorably the measure offered by him 
to regulate the writing of insurance in 
Georgia and to prohibit the giving of 
rebates, ® 

It is declared that Georgia is one 
of the four states in the union which 
has not, as yet, a law on the subject 
of rebates.

BILLS PASSED 
BY THE SENATE 


Two Important Measures Put 
Through the Upper 
House. 


Two important measures were passed 
by the senate at its session yesterday, 
the one by Senator Weaver, which pre- 
vents unfair commercial discrimina- 
tion, and the other by Senator Hard- 
man, preventing the confiscation: of 
commodities to be appropriated for their 
own use by railroads and other com- 


mon carriers. 

The special order was the considera- 
tion of the bill by Senator Weaver to 
prevent unfair commercial discrimina- 
tion and unfair competition. Senator 
Hawes vigorously- opposed the measure, 
contending that competition is the life 
of trade, and that the bil] would inter- 
fere with competition. Senators Cow- 
art and Crittenden also spoke in oppo- 
sition to the Dill. 

Senator Williford led the fight for 
the bill, and made a strong argument, 
showing why the bill should be passed. 
He contended that the bill instead of 
doing away with competition would 
protect the small industries against un- 
fair competition,’ and would thus fos- 
ter and encourage fair and just com- 
petition. Senators Knight; Camp, Hen- 
derson of the thirty-ninth, and Weaver 
also made speeches in favor of the bill. 
Many illustrationg were used by the 
senators in their arguments to explain 
the provisions of the measure. 

Akin Delivers Maiden Speech. 

It was during the discussion of this 
bill that Senator Paul F. Akin, of the 
forty-second district, delivered his first 
speech on the floor of the senate, 

Senator Akin spoke in faver of the 
bill, and in clear and forciful language 
said: “I am heartily in favor of this 
bill, because it rightly protects the 
smaller competitor against the trust. 
There can be no conviction under the 
provisions of thiq bill,’’ continued the 
senator, “unless the purpose is to crush 
out competition.” The senator referred 
to the fact that i@-Cartersville a local 
ice plant had been put out of business 
because a corporation had entered the 
town, and to crush out the local ice 
company hed given ice away without 
charge. 

conclusion the senator sald: 

“T can see no valid reason why _ 
bill should not pass.”

‘According to figures furnished by 
Hon. Murphy Candler, of DeKalb coun- 
ty, the author of the Candler-Overstreet
